In the 
Dominion of Canada there are re­ 
p orted to be 12,701 miles in op era­ 
tion. on which there are 1657 loco­ 
motives, 3 912 p assenger cars and 
44,009 freight cars. 


O n e of the Russian archbishop s has 
been m aking some very p lain state­ 
ments about bis country m en. “ You 
never see,” he said, “an intoxicated 
Jew or German, while Russians will 
fall over the gin cask rath er than 
not drain it to its dregs.

Probably the only horse living which 
served in the rebellion is owned in 
Cleveland by Mr. Francis B ram ley , of 
No. 1074 Forest street, say s Th e Pla in 
Dea ler. 
“Chubb” is his name, but it 
does not describe the old fellow very 
well notv, for time has shrunken the 
gallant 
steed’s sinews, roughed his 
coat, and brought his ribs obtrusively 
to the front. 
His early life is shadow­ 
ed in obscurity . 
He is knowm to have 
sp ent his y outh in the blue-grass region 
of Kentucky , but who was his father 
and who was his mother it is imp ossi­ 
ble at this time to say . 
Quartermaster D. S. Trumbull, of 
the 2tth Kentucky rode him through 
tfie early y ears of the war,and in 1*463, 
before the battle of Lookout Mountain, 
p resented him to his friend Bramley , 
of the 103d Ohio volunteer infantry . 
Chubb was a good horse then. 
He was 
bap tized with tire, listened to the roar 
of artillery , gallop ed with his master 
over many a bloody field and served 
through the entire war. 
He was in a score of battles and car­ 
ried to victory no less distinguished 
soldiers than Gen. Jack Casement and 
Col. James Piekands, both gentlemen 
natives of the Western Reserve, the 
former now dead, the latter a p romi­ 
nent and wealthy citizen of Cleveland. 
He never belonged to either of these 
gentlemen but w as loaned to them by 
Mr. Bramley , who could not be p er­ 
suaded to p art with his trusty horse at 
any p rice. 
“He's no thoroughbred,” said Mr. 
Bramley y esterday , “but lie is blood­ 
ed and there wasn’t ahorse in the army 
better than he was. 
He went through 
the entire war. 
I had him with me in 
Kentucky , Georgia. Tennessee, 
Ala­ 
bama, and North Carolina. 
He was 
good all around. 
He could p uli like a 
mule and I had him working when I 
hail charge of a wagon train. 
He was 
a sp lend d saddle horse and was mighty 
shrewd, too. I rode him for six months 
when we were foraging for the army .

The Satellite of Nep tune. 
M. Tisserand has p resented a rep ort 
to the Academy of Sciences concern­ 
ing some rem arkable observât ions of 
the satellite of the p lanet Nep tune, 
which was discovered 1887. The an ­ 
gle which the p lane of tho orbit of 
this satellite made a t th a t date with 
the eclip tic was about 30 » leg., but 
this angle has now increased a t least 
6 (legs. rI'he satellite moves round 
its p rincip al in an op p osite direction 
to th a t usually followed by other 
satellites, so th a t a question m ight 
Ik1 raised whether in the course of 
time this variation in the inclination 
of the p lane of its orbit m ight not 
end in its movement around its p rin­ 
cip al becoming norm al. M. Tisserand 
showed th a t variation of inclination 
was due to the oblate or flattened 
condition of Nep tune a t the p oles, 
and th a t it will comp lete its limit 
within a p eriod of 500 y ears, at the 
end of w hich tim e it will again 1m? as 
it was in 1847.—Scientific American.

Smoking 
suggested p ip es and p ip es suggested 
the Indian calumet- 
There!

Hastening to the factory nex t m orning 
I handed in a slip of p ap er with the 
word •Calumet’ written up on it. 
The 
nam e was very gladly accep ted as just 
the thing, and the head of the lirm 
handed mo a $10 bill as my reward. 
Would you 
beleve 
it? 
W hen 
the 
tobacco was issued to the traile it was 
labeled t ab net.’ 
The p rinter had set 
up that 
word instead of ‘calumet,’ 
through c:iielessly reading ‘cop y.’ The 
labels were struck off without a correc­ 
tion of the tyijograp hical error, and 
the tobacco was bundled, p acked and 
p ut up on the m arket liefore the mis­ 
take was discovered. 
I could never 
tell whether it made any difterence iu 
the p oiuilarity of the fro o d s.— Bro o klyn 
Citizen .

T r uo k F a n n i n « . 
In this I wish to oall attention to 
“ truck farm ing.” 
By a truck farm er 
I mean one who m akes a sp ecialty of 
a few commodities to the grow ing of 
which he is sure of a market, but who 
does not, like a regular gardener grow 
early vegetables under glass, or at­ 
tem p t to grow a great variety. 
By ju­ 
dicious m anagement one can by trnek- 
ing, sup p ort a family on a very few 
acres 6 f land, and by so doing largely 
increase his indep endence, and be able 
to bring up his children to habits of in­ 
dustry and with much better surround­ 
ing than would be p ossible in tow n or 
city. To make truck farming a success 
one shouhl locate if p ossible, conveni­ 
ent to a town or vdl.age that will fur­ 
nish a m arket for the p roduce, and al­ 
so enable bim to get m anure as con­ 
veniently and 
cheap ly 
tiS p ossible. 
There are hundreds of towns with a 
p op ulation of from 1,000 to 5.003, near 
which good land clln bo luid cheap ly, 
and wliere all the m anure 
needed 
could 
bo 
bad 
for 
the 
taking, 
and 
where 
by a 
little 
eftort 
a 
good 
m arket 
could 
be 
establish­ 
ed for the p roducts of 
the garden. 
If p ossible—by the w:iy of a building 
association or in some other wa}‘ 
buy the land. 
If you cannot buy lease 
for as long a term of years as you can, 
with the p rivilege of buying at a fix ed 
p rice at tiie ex p iration of the lease. No 
one can afford to imp rove a p iece of 
land so as to get it into good garden 
condition on a two or three years 
le.ise. 
It is wise to start with crop s 
that are easily grown and that you are 
famil ar wAh the m anagem ent of, and 
at the same time ex p eriment with o th ­ 
ers. 
Irish jwtatocs. sweet p otatoes, 
sweet corn, tomatoes, nutm eg melons, 
cucumbers for p ickles, 
Lima beans, 
cabbages and turnip s, 
are all good 
trucking crop s, and any one of them 
under favorable circum stances can be 
made to p ay $100 and up wards to the 
acre, if grown on highly m anured 
land and given thorough cultivut on. 
It will often be p rotitable in conduct­ 
ing a truck farm to connect diaryiug 
with it, the cows to be kep t up and 
soiled, and fed liberally with bran, so 
as to make a large quantity of vauablo 
manure. 
An acre of sweet corn will 
under p rop er 
m anagem ent, p roilucc 
one thousand dozen ears for m arket, 
and furnish all the green fooil needed 
for five cows for a month. 
The great 
p rofit from corn will come from the 
very early and very late crop s, amt a 
crop of squashes can Ihj grown after 
the ekrly corn, while the late crop can 
be 
p lanted 
after 
early 
)>eus 
and 
some 
other vegetatles. 
If 
straw- 
b(*rries are grown on the farm, there 
w.ll usually be an old bed to p low up 
each year, and this will he an ex cel­ 
lent p lace for late corn. 
1 have p lant­ 
ed an old bed in corn about July 4. 
every year for many years, and have 
never failed to get a good sup p ly of 
roasting ears from this late p lanting. 
Cabbage may be 
grown 
after 
the 
earlv p otatoes if the land is made 
very rich, for 
heavy m anuring and 
early 
and constant 
cultivation will 
greatly 
advance the m;itunty of the 
crop . 
In disp osing of an early crop , j 
esp ecially if the land is wanted 
to 
grow 
a 
second 
crop , 
one 
should . 
watch the m arket clos.dy and p ush' 
all of tlie crop that the 
m arket will \ 
bear just as soon as it 
will do. 
A 
difference of two days in m-arketing a 
crop of early p otatoes may reduce the 
p rice one-half. 
If one dollar or m ore : 
l>er bushel 
or more can be bad for 
p otatoes, it will not p ay to wait for 
them to be full-grown, when tlie p rice 
mav be » lowii to 00 or 40 cents. 
'ih e requisites for a p rofitable crop of 
p otatoes are a rich soil, thoroughly, ^ 
p ulverizeil. early and rather deep jdant- j 
ing and thorough cultivation 
when 
voung. Early p otatoes make so « juickly 
that "there is no time to ne gleet them, 
and they ought to be cultivated tw.ce a 
week from the time they can be seen 
in the row till they blossom. The same 
is true of early corn, and in fact of all 
quick m aturing crop s; the shorter the 
time in which they mature, the richer 
the land should \>c, and the more cons­ 
tant and thorough the cultivation. 
Many men 
find it e.as er to grow 
vegetables than to sell them. 
Unless 
you 
are 
near 
a wholesale m arket 
where you can sell by tlie barrel, it 
is liest that you disp ense 
with the 
“ middle m an”* and deliver your vege­ 
tables fresh to the consumers. 
P e r - ; 
hap s the best way is to notify them j 
bv a p rinted card or circular t h a t ; 
you will call at their houses on cer-1 
tain days of the week, 
la ke only 
good vegetables, or if any are inferior : 
tell vour customers so candidly, and j 
sell them at a less p rice. 
Do not try . 
to smuggle a half-neck of sm all p o- | 
tatoes in the middle of the iuea.snre, or j 
one or two imp erfect ears of corn into | 
each dozen. 
W hat you may m ake by 
j 
such a transaction you will lose ten 
j 
times over in the long run. 
Among | 
the measures you use do not forget the | 
golden rule. 
Not 
only should you 
give good measure and honest count, 
but also accommodate jo ur customers 
bv delivering the articles just where 
they are wanted. 
It may save you a 
little t me to p our a p eck of p otatoes 
over the fence into the yard for the 
lady of the house to p ick uj) and carry 
in. but it instead you p ut them in the 
cellar or smoke house for her, she will 
be more likely to buy of you another 
thuc. 
I said that at least $100 p er acre 
could be realized from any of the crop s 
I have named, but the fact is that of­ 
ten more than twice th s is made when

Probably the only horse living which 
served in the rebellion 
is owned in 
Cleveland bv Air. Francis Brantle}’, of 
No. 1074 Forest street, says The Plain 
Dealer. 
“Chubb” is his name, but it 
doe* not describe the old fellow very 
well now, for time has shrunken the 
gallant 
steed’s sinews, roughed his 
coat, and brought his ribs obtrusively 
to the front. 
His early life is shadow­ 
ed iii obscurity. 
He is known to have 
spent his youth in the blue-grass region 
of Kentucky, but who was his father 
and who was his mother it is impossi­ 
ble at this time to say. 
Quartermaster D. S. Trumbull, of 
the 2(til Kentucky rode him through 
the early years of the war,and in 1863, 
before the battle of Lookout Mountain, 
presented bim to bis friend Brantley, 
of the 103d Ohio volunteer infantry. 
Chubb was a good horse then. 
Ile was 
baptized with fire, listened to the roar 
of artillery, galloj>ed with Ii is master 
over many a bloody field aud served 
through the entire war. 
He was in a score of battles and car­ 
ried to victory no less distinguished 
soldiers than Gen. Jack Casement and 
Col. Jam es Pickands, both gentlem en 
natives of the Western Reserve, the 
former now dead, the latter a promi­ 
nent and wealthy citizen of Cleveland. 
He never belonged to either of these 
gentlemen but was loaned to them by 
Mr. Bromley, who could not be per­ 
suaded to part with his trusty horse at 
any price. 
“ He's no thoroughbred,” said Mr. 
Brantley yesterday, “ but he is blood­ 
ed and there wasn’t ahorse in the army 
better than he was. 
He went through 
the entire war. 
I had him with me iu 
Kentucky, Georgia. Tennessee, 
Ala­ 
bama, and North Carolina. 
He was 
good all around. 
He could pull like a 
mule and I had hint working when I 
had charge of a wagon train. 
He was 
a spiced d saddle horse and was in'gilt v 
shrewd, too. I rode b m for six mouths 
when we were foraging for the army. 
There wasn't anything could get ahead 
of him either. 
When I brought him 
north with me I used him for driving. 
I used him so for years.” 
Two years or so ago. when he was 32 
or 33 years old. Chubb had an attack 
of 
tile old war spirit. 
Perhaps he 
heard a bugel or the beat of a drum. 
Something started him; he became un­ 
manageable and ran away with Mr. 
Brantley, who was driving him. 
Then 
lie was deprived of his rank as a car­ 
riage horse aud ignominiously put to 
teaming. 
There was life in the obi fel­ 
low and lie worked hard for his board 
aud lodging for two years. 
His owner 
thought lie had earned a respite from 
hard labor and for the past year he 
has been retired from active service. 
He banquets daily on a generous sup­ 
ply of oat- and enjoys in bis old age 
the companionship of 
his 
master’s 
children. 
Occasionally he goes to a 
soldier's reunion. 
He proudly I tis his 
beati at the cheers of his companions 
of the war. 
Ile pricks up his ears at 
rattle of a drum and tries to prance at 
the sound of the bugle aud seems to en­ 
joy the occasion as much as any of 
his 
two-footed 
friends. 
Good old 
horse, faithful to his country, faithful 
to his friend*, exchanging like Cincin­ 
natus the glories of Hie war for the ba­ 
ilor of peace. 
Never but once has he resented the 
insult done him by placing him, the 
war charger and pride of his regi­ 
ment, in the harness with a pie bean 
draught horse.

The sa tellite m oves round 
its principal in an op posite direction 
to th a t usually followed by other 
satellites, so th a t a question m ight 
I m* raised whether in the course of 
tim e this variation in the inclination 
o f the plane o f its orb it m igh t n o t 
end in its m ovem ent around its prin- 
cipal becom ing norm al. M. Tisserand 
showed th a t variation o f inclination 
w as due to the ob late or flattened 
condition of Neptune a t the poles, 
and that it will com plete 
its 
lim it 
w ithin a period of 5 0 0 rears, at 
the 
end o f which tim e it will aga in be as 
it w as in 1 8 4 7 .—Scientific American.

The Larsen farm In the World, 
In til© extreme southwest cornel* of 
Louisiana lies the largest producing 
farm in the world, say s The Missouri Re­ 
publican. 
It runs PJO miles north and 
south and twenty-five miles east and 
west, and is owned aud operated bv a 
syndicateof Northern capitalists. Their 
general manager, J. Ii. Watkins, gives 
an interesting account of tins gigantic 
plantation, which throws the 
great 
Dalrymple farm of Dakota intr? the 
shade completely. He was cornered by 
a reporter at the St. James Hotel last 
night and asked to give the particulars 
of his gigantic enterpise. 
“The (Dillon 
and a half acres of land in our tract,” 
Mr. Watkins said, “was purchased in 
1*83 from the State of Louisiana aud 
from the United States government. 
At that time it was a vast grazing land 
for the cattle of the few dealers of the 
neighborhood. 
When I took possession 
I found over 3(1,000 head of half-wild 
horses and cattle. 
My first work was to 
divied this immese tract into conven­ 
ient pastures, establishing stations or 
ranches every six miles. 
The fencing 
alone cost iii the neighborhood of $50.- 
000. 
'J he land is found to be best 
adapted to rice, sugar, corn and cot­ 
ton. 
“All our cultivating, ditching, etc.. 
is done by steam power. 
We take a 
track, say half a mile wide for in­ 
stance, and place an engine at each 
side. 
I hcse engines are portable, and 
operate 
a cable 
attached to four 
ploughs, arid under 11 * i - arrangement 
we are enabled to plough thirty acres 
a day with only the labor of three 
men. 
Our harrowing, 
planting and 
other cultivating is done in a like 
manner. 
In 
fact, there 
is not a 
draught horse on the place. 
We have, 
of 
course, horses for the herders of 
cattle, of which we now have 16,00(1 
head. 
The Southern Pacific Railroad 
runs for sixty-six miles through our 
farm. 
We have 
three steamboats 
operating on the waters of our own 
estate, 
upon which 
there 
are 
300 
miles of navigable waters. 
We have 
an ice factory, a bank, a ship-yard and 
a rice m ill.”

Air in Water. 


The phenomenon of air in water, 
arid the la d that in compressing 
water the air is not forced out, has 
long been an interesting subject ol 
scientific study, the simple explana­ 
tion being that water, as well as 
many other liquids, has the proper-; 
tv of absorbing various gaseous sub­ 
stances without thereby increasing 
the volume, and far from reducing 
the capacity of the liquid, absorb a 
certain gas, the application of [tress- : 
lire increases it, the law being sub­ 
stantially th at the am ount of gas 
absorbed increases directly as the 
pressure increases, and contrawise. 
Thus, if water at ordinary atm os­ 
pheric pressure will absorb one-fourth 
of its volume of air, at two atm os­ 
pheres it will absorb another one- j 
fourth, at three atmospheres still 
another fourth, and so on. 
The ca­ 
pacity of water thus to hold large 
volumes of gaseous substances un­ 
der pressure is well shown in the fa­ 
miliar example of carbonated waters. 
These .ire bottled under considerable 
pressure, the gas itself furnishing 
the pressure, in order that they shall 
become charged with a great quanti­ 
ty of the gas, which, being filtrated 
as the pressure is removed by draw­ 
ing t he cork gives rise to the well­ 
known effervescence. In absorbing or 
discharging the gas, however, there 
is no charge in the volume of the 
liquid.—New York Telegram. 


A IUse-Ball Crank’s Invention. 
Out at East Point there is a base­ 
ball crank who is working on a patent 
ball-tosser or pitcher with which he 
expects to revolutionize tile national 
game. 
Misname is Quellmnn, and he is an 
ex-professional ball player. 
“ Base ball is the greatest gam e on 
earth,” he says, “but there is one 
great objection to it, and that is the 
power of the umpire. 
His calling of 
balls and strikes allows him to give 
the ga nae to either ninew hen t he ten ms 
are well matched. 
Now, my patent 
will do away with this objectionable 
feature. 
It is a propelling-machine 
which will allow the man who stands 
in the box to throw every ball over 
the plate. 
He can elevate or lower it 
so as to throw a ball anywhere be­ 
tween the knee and the waist. 
The 
velocity of the ball can be regulated, 
and the team with the best catcher 
can throw the swiftest ball. Only 
three balls will lie thrown over the 
plate, and the hatter must strike or 
run. 
Of course there will lie more 
balls batted, but this will require 
more skillful playing in the field. The 
gam e will not then go to the nine 
whose pitcher can the m ost befuddle 
the umpire. My ball-tosser will create 
a sensation in base-ball circles and I 
expect to make big money out of it.”
